Lthink thatl am no alarmist, butI 
solemnly believe that if the disaster to 
which 1 refer, which of course is the re- 
election of the republican party to ad- 
minister this government for the next 
four years, shall befall you, it willsure- 
ly cndanger, if it does not destroy, the 
governments of these states, and of con- 
sequence, your liberties under them. 


CAUSES OF GOVERMENTAL DOWN®ALL. 


Let me submit at the out-set, two or 
three truths deducible from history. It 
as the history of governments that when 
ibey fall, except from foreign invasion, 
from which cause the United States is 
happily exempt—they usualy fall ei- 
ther from the incompetency, or the cor- 
ruption, or the tyranny of their rulers. 

Second. In popular governments, the 
loss of liberty tollows assuredly upon the 
loss of an enlighted public sentiment, or 
as bas been better expressed, the loss of 
that ‘‘eternal vigilance, which is the 
price of jiberty.” If these be truthsas 
they undoubtedly are, how is it possible 
to cXaggerate the peril of 
that republican goveromenat, 1: 
which the controlling party is not only 
| incompetent, but corrupt, not only cor- 
rupt, bot actuated in its legislation to- 
war«s'a@ large portion of the people by the 
spirit of tyranny; and when a majority of 
the people of that country seem posses- 
sed of so mortal an apathy that they are 
incapable of throwing off such a govern- 
ment? 

Is this the condition of this country at 
thistime? Let the history of the party 
in power since the war answer. Let me 
group together some facts, which though 
familiar, can not be too, often brought to 
the attention of the country. 


INCOMPETENCY OF THE RADICAL PARTY.

The other series vf resolutions offer: d 
by the same senator contemplates the 
appointment of a committee by the sen- 
ale to investigate the last popular elec- 
tionin the state of Mississippi. The 
constitution of the United States says of 
congress that each body shall be the 
judge of the election, qualifications and 
returns of its own members, If, there- 
fore, come one claiming an election from 
one of the Mississippi districts were 
knocking at the door of the house of rep- 
resentatives for admission, and fraud 
were Charged, that body could investi- 
gate his election by the people. Sena- 
tors are not elected by the popular vote 
Under the constitution they are chosen 
by the legielatures of the states. What 
possible right therefore, or glimmer of 
law is there upon which the senate can 
proceed to investigate a popular election 
in Mississippi. Gentlemen of the gener- 
al assembly, the senate could, with the 
same propriety and just as legally, in- 
vestigate the right by which 
you hold your seats in 
this body; or the charge of fraud 
in the last elections in the states of New 
York or Illinois! The proposition is to» 
absured for argument. But what mat- 
ters it to Senator Morton that, to secure 
Mississippi’s 8 votes in the electoral col- 
lege, he must fly in the face of all pre- 
cedent, override the law, trample down 
the constitution, overthrow local goyern- 
ment and endanger popular liberty in this 
country ? What matters all this to him! 
Picture to yourself a senator from one of 
the states.of this union, standing in the 
highest legislative body knowa to the 
laws and which under the for of his 
government by the constitution he has 
sworn to support is,gnade the bulwark 
against an invasion Of thc rights of the 
states—picture, I say, this grave senator 
standing in that august assemblage clam- 
oring for a committee, upon whose 
report he may overthrow the popular 
government uf one of the co-:qual states 
of this uniow! And then look atthe 
gravity of hio argument! The question 
before the body is this: Where is the 
Jaw under which the senate of the Uni- 
ted States can investigate a popular elec- 
lion? How does the senator seek 
to demonstrate that the United States 
senate has such apower ? Whatare his 
arguments? They are these: The last 
election in Mississippi must and can law. 
fully be investigated, because you want 
in Georgia a copetitutional convention 
anda dog law! [Lsughter.] 

Now, of course, that is not litterally 
true, but I have done the honorable sen- 
ator’s argument no injustice in thus pre- 
senting it. Indeed, itis a compliment 
to put it in that light! (Laughter.} 
He does urge the senate to investigate 
the election which has just occurred in 
one of the states of the union, and which 
sent democra‘s to congressand to the 
legislature of that state. But the con- 
stitutional provision which rmits it, 
he has nut as yet shownus.

It 
may ‘be Cesar pushing away the crown 
With One hand and raising it to his brow 
with the other; it may bz a J«cobin 
minority or a re publican majority, 
Tyranny is usurpation. ‘The usurpa- 
tion of powers not recognized by law, 
which override law, and place in jeop- 
ardy the rights of the people, °s tyranny. 


|} Let me now apply this definition to the 


acts of the republican patty. They 
waged the war upon the oa¢ ground th :t 
no state had the right to withdraw from 
the union—that no state, under our form 
of government, could break the bonds 
of union and resume the powers it had 
delegated to the federal gov- 
ernment. That was the ground 
upon which they raiscd their armies : nd 
waged the war. Therefore, the very 
moment the war ceased, with the triumph 
of their armies and tce defeat of the 
south, the union wasa fact! It needed 
no reconstruction! If the bonds of av- 
ion could not be broken'except by force 
andif that force which defended the 
right to withdraw was defeated, how is 
it possible ie resist the Jogical scquence 
that the defeat of the south was per se 
the restoration of the union?

They passed an election law under 
which corrupt men could and did take 
charge of the registration of voters who 
struck from the lists whom they would, 
and from their decision there was no ap- 
peal.

They took charge of elections and the 
ballot boxes, turned out the men whom 
you bad elected and placed in power 
those whom you had not chosen. Thit 
was tyranny! 

They interfered to ascertain 
the constituent elements of your 
legislature acd summoned by military 
authority arailroad agent to sit in this 
seat and cecide who should and who 
should not, take their seats in this hall. 
That wast yranpy. Ttey dispersed lepis- 
latures with bayonet>. ‘That was tyran- 
by! 

THE \'LL PROMISE OF THE FULURE. 

But do you say these are things of the 
past and that we must look tothe future? 
No man is. more ready than your speaker 
to turn histback upon all these horrid re- 
collections and no man looks with more 
intensity of anxiety to the day when this 
country shall be no longer under the de- 
domination of uate, and when the whole 
people from oceaa to ocean shall be uni- 
ted, peaceful, hopeful aad happy. [loud 
applause. ] But what encouragement have 
we if this administration is to last to hope 
tor such a future?

CAUSES OF GOVERMENTAL DOWNFALL.

| incompetent, but corrupt, not only cor- 
rupt, but actuated in its legislation to- 
| wars a large portion of the people by the 
spirit of tyranny; and when a majority of 
the people of thut country seem posses- 
sed of so mortal an apathy that they are 
incapable of throwing off such a govern- 
ment? 

Is this the condition of this country at 
thistime? Let the history of the party 
in power since the war answer. Let me 
group together some facts, which though 
familiar, can not be too often brought to 
the attention of the country. 


INCOMPETENCY OF THE RADICAL PARTY. 


It will be remembered that early in 
1865, this party, which had the control of 
this government found the southern ar- 
mies disarmed and disbanded.

Gentlemen of the gener- 
al assembly, the senate could, with the 
same propriety and just as legally, in- 
vestigate the right by which 
you hold your seats in 
this body; or the charge of fraud 
in the last elections in the states of New 
York or Illinois! The proposition is to» 
absured for argument. But what mat- 
ters it to Senator Morton that, to secure 
Mississippi's 8 votes in the electoral col- 
lege, he must fly in the face of all pre- 
cedent, override the law, trample down 
the constitution, overthrow local goyern- 
ment and endanger popular liberty in this 
country ? What matters all this to him! 
Picture to yourself a senator from one of 
the states. of this union, standing in the 
highest legislative body known to the 
laws and which under the for.n of his 
government by the constitution he has 
sworn to support is,gnade the bulwark 
against an invasion of thc rights of the 
states—picture, I suy, this grave senator 
standing in that august assemblage clam. 

oring for a committee, upon whose 
report he may overthrow the popular 
government of one of the co-:qual states 
of this uniou! And then look at the 
gravity of hio argument! The question 
before the body is this: Where is the 
Jaw under which the senate of the Uni- 
ted States can investigate a popular elec- 
lion? How does the senator seek 
to demonstrate that the United States 
senate has such apower ? Whastare his 
arguments? They are these: The last 
election in Mississippi must and can law. 
fully be investigated, because you want 
in Georgia a conetitutional convention 
anda dog law!

of union and resume the powers it had 
delegated to the federal gov- 
ernment. [That was the grvund 
upon which they raiscd their armies + nd 
waged the war. Therefore, the ver 
moment the war ceased, with the iieatsh 
of theirarmies and tce defeat of the 
south, the union wasa fact! It needed 
no reconstruction! If the bonds of uo- 
ion could not be broken'except by furce 
and if that force which defended the 
right to withdraw was defeated, how is 
it possible i.e resist the logical scquence 
that the defeat of the south was per se 
the restoration of the union? Asl bave 
sa'd, the soldiers thought this true, ard 
so we thought. But whet did this party 
do? ‘They intervened ty law to prevent 
it. That was tyranny., 

They passed an election law under 
which corrupt men could and did take 


charge of the registration of voters who 


struck from the lists whom they would, 
and from their decision there was no ap- 
peal. That was tyranny! 

They took charge of elections and the 
ballot boxes, turned out the men whom 
you bad elected and placed in power 
those whom you had not chosen, Thit 
was tyranny! 

They interfered to ascertain 
the constituent elements of your 
legislature ard summoned by military 
authority a railroad agent to sit in this 
seat and cecide who should and who 
should not, take their seats in this hall. 
That was't yranpy. Tey dispersed legis- 
latures with bayonet’. ‘That was tyran- 
ny:
